FARMER'S FAMILY 18 ORGANIZED 
INTO A JOINT sTOCK 
QORPORATION 


A Far-Seeing Scot Has Solved the 
Problem by Giving His Sons and 
Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 
Real Joint Stock Company. 

A canny Scot has solved the old 
problem of how to keep the boy on 
the farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation and 
dividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 
o “ted business, 4 factory, store or 


The father, John McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor- 
poration by che vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son general man- 
ager, and anotier son secretary and 
treasurer. : 

One gon Was made superintendent 
of the wog department, all full blocd- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for the horses. Between two 
Other sons ,he cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
charge of the dome. Bach child was 
made superinte.dent of some divi- 
sion of the ‘arm work and given su- 
preme authcrity in his or her de- 
partment. 

“I thought the matter over for a 
long time,” said “he far-seeing Scot, 
telling of his plans. “Then | finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans I suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from ‘he name of the island in Scot- 
land where I was born. - He inecr- 
porated the farm with a paid up capi- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock I had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporation. 

“A few days later I called the child- 
ren into the parlor one morning af- 
te: breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a surp.ise. There were five 
sons and four daughters. I had cap- 
itclized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided che stock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then I presented each child witn a 
bicck uf stock. The plan I had out- 
lined was ‘or then, to keep at work, 
buy some of .a, stock each year so 
that by the time I die they will have 
purchased all of my stock and wil: 
have absolite control of the farm.” 

The children were enthusiastic over 
the idea. ': gave them an interest in 
tlhe work o: the 1,800 acres that they 
had never had before and before ‘ne 
first week was over each one of the 
board of directors was doing his best 
to stop -he leaks that beset any large 
corporation. 

The directors hold daily meetings 
around tke femily breakfast table, 
where the werk of the day is appor- 
tioned, while .nnual meetings of the 
stockholde’s are ,eld, as required by 
law, and the Jormalities of business 
procedure are duly observed. 

What hus been the result of the 
experiment? Of the nine children 
eight have stayed by the farm, one 
deserting ‘t to become a lawyer.

In only ote important particular 
does the McCallum corporation differ 
from the usual cne The cLeckbcok 
fis a decidud innovation. Mr. McCsl- 
lum had a special set of checks print- 
ed.

The Missing Lin! in the Person of a 
Re,scted Finn 

The liuk between man end 
monkey, which Darwin looked for, but

The rare human being was a tete- 
phone lineman, aad “if you will ex- 
ercise sume imagination,” said Dr. 
Knox, “you will see the man’s occupa- 
tion of climbing poles was particu- 
larly well suited tu his make-up, since 
he may have inherited the ability 
from his ancestors.” 

Dr. Knox in his paper on “The 
Problem of the Mentally Unflit Amoug 
Immigrants,” said: “The case I am 
speaking of Was a Finn, 39 years oid. 
The man was of striking appear- 
ance, both from the standpoint of the 
archaeologist and the anthropologist. 
One familiar with the reconstruction 
of the man in the Stone Age could vot 
help but note the close resemblance, 
and the more we studied the man the 
more this becnime apparent. The 
forehead was low and receding, the 
supra orbital ridges were sharp and 
prominent, the eyebrows were tong 
and shaggy, the eyes sharp and piere- 
ing, the nose saddle-shaped with a 
prominent tip, the lips large and pro- 
truding, and the chin massive and 
heavy.” , 

Dr. Knox described him as having 
teeth formed and arranged like an 
ape’s, ears below their normal pvsi- 
tion, and unusuaily long arms.

Free Law Popular in Great Britain 

Before the new British system of 
free law for litigants whose worldly 
possessions do not exceed $250 in 
value had been in force two days 
nearly 1,500 applications had been 
received by the committee of court 
officers entrusted with the work of 
dealing with them. 

Of these applications between 550) 
and 600 were suits for divorce, and 
next in point of numbers came mone- 
tary disputes. 

Considering thit there are prac‘i- 
cally no rostrictiuns and that any- 
body claiming to have a good case 
may be his system ‘nvoke the aid of 
state lawyers and put in motion all 
the maciinery of the high courts wita- 
out having any knowledge of the 
technicalities of tl.e law, it is not sur- 
prising to learn that a large num- 
ber of frivolous applications have 
been received. 

Naturally every applicant thinks 
he, or she, ,as a yood case, but many 
of the 1,500 are doomed to disap- 
pointment. since every claim is first 
of all irvestigated ty a committee of 
legal experts (solicitors and counsel) 
before any ac ion is instituted. 

There is a list of cver 250 counsel 
and 400 svlicitors who are ready to 
act.for poor litigants. It is to be 
feared, hcwever, chat at the rate at 
which application. are being receiv- 
ed theie wil! soon be enormous ar- 
rears of work facing the investigat- 
ing committee 


Important Cnange in Cold Storage Act 

An order-in-counci! has beer passed 
adding several imoprtant new sections 
to the Domiuion Vold Storage act. It 
is provided tLe owners and managers 
of cold sturage warehouses shall: 

(a) Give the public the preference} 
in the use of the refrigerated space in} 
such warehouses. It shall be deemed 
to be a violution of the regulations 
if the owner of the warehouse refuses 
to receive govds from the public at 
the approved race for storage on the | 
ground of lack wu? space, when any 
part of the syace is occupied by goods | 
which are the rroperty of the own- 
ers of the warehouses. 

(b) Shall nut contract or agree to 
give all the rairigerated space to one 
or more firms to -he exclusion of the 
general public. 

“Owners or managers of cold sior- 
age warehouses with whom contracts 
have been entered into for the pay- 
ment of subsidies under the Cold 
Storage act, ard who receive fish for 
storage, skull accept herring at the 
usual rate, and, if delivered in the 
usual manner irrespective as_ to 
whether sai. herrirg are to be used 
fo1 food or for bait. 

“Every person who violates any of 
these regulations shell for every such 
offence incur a peralty not exceeding 
$60," * 0 

The new regulations come into force 
at once. -

The total trade in merchandise fo: the 
year was $1,073,766,098, an increase of

With these corcessions, I shall not 
be misjudged if mention some of tho 
faults often found in country com- 
munities, “nich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effective development of re- 
ligious education. 

The ordinary agencies for religious 
influence are the home, the church, 
the m‘nister, the Sunday school, the 
country wo.k of the Y.M.C.A. and tne 
public school .eacher. The latter has 
an inevitable influence, though often 
unconsciously. ‘{he country work sec- 
retary is still all too rare. But the 
Sunday school is almost universal, and 
the country home is probably the best 
in the land, and stili most effective for 
the training of churacter- I am of the 
opinion that there remains much mere 
definite “fami.y rligion” in the cozn- 
try than in the business ridden, fever- 
ish life of the cities; doubtless more 
family prayers and “grace _ before 
meat,” and definite religious instruc- 
tion of the old fashioned sort. To 
be sure, it is often of such an old fash- 
ioned sort that it does the modern 
boy little iimmedi»te good, but he can 
never quite get away from it, and ul- 
timately it bears fruit in his life. 

I am making no attack upon sane, 
modern evang*lism when I say that 
the churckes.must quit depending up- 
on periodic indu‘gence in ultra-e:no- 
tional revivalism te maintain their 
spiritual life. Seif respecting people 
shun stimulants; the after effects are 
too awful—whatever may be the tem- 
porary exaltation. The wise minister 
is depending ies8 upon the “rouse- 
ments’—which aa over-exhorted con- 
gregation soon becomes. immune to— 
and more upon the practica] teaching 
of the facts of reiigion and life, which 
feed souls anc grow character. 

Let me suggest that the aim of re- 
ligious edu-atio: in the country shoul 
be less sevtari:r and doctrinal aud 
more sefinitely p:actical. The coun- 
try people have a genius for haid- 
beaded common sense, and you can’t 
fool them long with any _ substitute. 
There is surely tre finest kind of op- 
portunity for the study of “the social 
gospel” in the country—that is, ine 
practical teachings of Jesus and the 
prophets <-specieily, upon the vitally 
important mat ers of common life, of 
ordinary rig'steursness and the rela- 
tions of man and man. A number of 
fine courses are already outlined and 
are readily evailable. Here is an op- 
portunity not merely for developing 
the most exciting sort of class discus- 
sions among adult men on topics in 
which they are keenly interested, 
bringing to bear all the pure white 
light of Christian teaching where it 
will do the most good: but also the 
opportunity, to deve'op speedy resu'ts 
in the life of the community as the 
social ethics aud the personal religion 
cof Jesus, work out in life, and the 
church becomes most effectively a 
community buiider.—Contributed by 
Canadian Welfare League.

Imports from the United States last 
year totalled $410,786,091, a decrease 
of $30,369,764. Exports to the United 
States totalled $200,459,373, a gain of 
$33,348,991.

;that Waves ar- seldom over 600 feet 
;long, the maximum bending momeuts 
which come upon a ship 900 feet long 
such as the Aquitania are much less 
than those which come upon one 500 
feet in length.

FORESTS AND NAVIGATION

Equality of Wsier Flow Dependent on 

Fores. Cover 

It has been urged that in the inter- 
ests of navigation the Dominion gov- 
ernment shoula purchase such denud- 
ed forest laud in tae eastern provinces 
4&8 might be necersary to reforest in 
order to prevent floods and the filling 
up of streams with sediment. in tuis 
connection he ;eport on the Trent 
Watershed Survey, recently pubiish- 
ed by the comimissicn of conservation, 
is of considerabl~ interest. In chis :e- 
gion of Ontario, as a result of fives, 
150,000 acres are practically a desert 
#nd the report urges a policy of forest 
conservation under Dominion, provin- 
cial or municip.1 control, ia order to 
preserve the usefulness of the Tror.t/ 
Valley canal, in which over $10,000,000 
are invested. There are many such 
barren area; it. tue eastern provinces, 
which with che aesistance of the Do- 
minion government might be made to 
produce valuable iorest crops. 

In Canada disastrous floods and 
low weter stages have been larg ly 
prevented by tie timely action of the 
Dominion government in setting aside 
as forest reserves the wooded slopes 
where the great rivers of the interior 
of the Dominicn have their or‘gin. On 
the east slepe of the Rocky Mountains 
over 20,896 square miles of non-agri- 
cultural land have been thus reserved, 
for the double rurpose of regulat!ng 
tLe run-off and of providing a_per- 
petual supply of timber to meet the | 
ever increas.ng «eeds of the praire 
settlers. In the -ailway belt in B it- 
ish Columbia smaller reserves have 
also been set aside, chiefly for the pur- 
pose of maintain’ug a steady ‘flow in 
the streams on wich the fruit-growing | 
industry is absolutely dependent. 

After a struggle which lasted for 
ever ten years, the friends of cc nserva- 
tion in the United States succeeded ‘n_ 
passing the Weeks Bill on March 1,; 
1911, for the acquisition of lands tor 
the purpose of conserving the navigab- 
ility of navigable rivers, by maintain- 
ing on these acquired watersheds a 
perpetual growth of forest which 
would preserve the regularity of the 
stream flow, thus aiding navigation 
and water power development, and’ 
would also prevent soil erosion and, 
the resultant Gling up of the streains 
with sediment. 

The pill was fought bitterly by in- 
terests, who atiempted to prove that 
forests do not restrain floods or regu- 
late stream flow, but their arguments 
were totally disproved in the huuse of | 
representatives. 

It was then seught to prove the, 
provision for the purchase of state or 
private lands by the federal govern- 
ment to be unconstitutional, but the 
committee cn the judiciary, after tkor- 
ough consideraion, affirmed that ‘Con- 
gress had the constitutional power tu 
acquire lands and forest reserves in a 
state by purchas*, condemnation or 
otherwise, as an aid to navigaton, if it 
te made to appear to congress that

serves had this influence was ‘made 
to appear’ io Congress, the Weeks Bill 
Was passed anc since then there has 
been purchased or approved for par- 
chase over 65° acres of~denuded 
timberlands in the Appalachian Moun- 
tains, which will be, when necessary, 
artificially vforested in order to bring 
under control the excessive floods 
which nave caused such damage along 
the Ohio and other rivers having their 
source jn these mountains. 


FOREIGN SERVICE NEEDS MEN 
Sir George Foster Considering Raising 
Status of Cunada’s Trade 
Commissionership 
For some time Sir George Foster 
has had under consideration the ques- 
tion of raising the status of Canada’s 
trade commissicrerships in other 
countries. Caaada has, of course, no 
consular service of her own, but, in 
common With other dominions beyond 
the seas, util'zes the services of Brit- 
ish consuls in foreign countries. How- 
ever, where there are trade comm:s- 
sioners, these to some extent fulfi! the 
functions of consuls, and with the 
growth of Canada’s importance abroad, 
it is becoming the more necessary 
to appoint aS commissioners men of 

the very hixhest qualifications. 

Sir Geoi:ge Foster therefore, pro- 
poses to appoint to these positions as 
vice-counsu’s the best available univer- 
sity men, but before going to their 
respective posts they will undergo a 
special training in the department of 
trade and commerce at Ottawa, and 
will be given opportunities to study 
the needs and necessities as well as 
the industrial corditions of Canada 
from coast to coast.

The Canadian Building Covers an 
Area of About 700,000 Square Feet, 
and is One of the Largest Buildings 
of the Expositi.n. 


Col.. Willlam Hutchinson, exhibition 
ecmmissioner ‘or Canada, was inter- 
viewed recently in Vancouver while 
on @ trip on business connected with 
the Canada vuilding at the Panama 
Pacific exposition The pbuilding will 
be complete¢ in atout a month, Gol. 
Hutchinson said. Of course this dues 
not mean the fancy work of the in- 
terior, nor the placing of the many 
displays of the natural resources of 
the Dominion Becaure the exhibition 
city is on this coast, British Colum: 
bia products will have the largest 
share of the space. 

The Canada building covers an 
area of about 700,000 square feet. It 
is the largest building with the ex- 
ception of the buildings known as 
the exposition palaces. The commis 
sioner has a staff of eight experts at 


work. They have been connected 
with his department for years and 
are putting into the San Francisco 


building their experiences at many of 
the world’s biggest exhibitions. 

“Our idea is to appeal principally 
to the ma» Who may become a settler 
of Canada,” said the commissioner. 
“The exhibits in the building will be 
only of the natural resources of tils 
country. These will be displayed im 
the most attractive manner possible. 
The. exhibition will formally open on 
February 20, but the Canada build 
ing will be ready for inspection be 
fore that time. In fact, our depart. 
ment has established a reputation at 
other exhibitions of getting off the 
ground with our work completed, 
before any of the others are through. 
This gives an cpportunity of openirg 
first and giving the early arrivals 
who may visit th. grounds some days 
before the formal opening, an uppor- 
tunity of studying what Canadaa can 
show.” 

Particular pains are being taken 
with the fruit exhibit, the commis 
sioner said. Many of the horticul 
tural products wil! be shown on the 
limb. There will be exhibits in bot- 
A 
splendid and attractive idea which 
will be worked ou* with several six 
by twelve foot screens, made with a 
blue canvas sky, natural grass and 
trees, houses, etc., which will vividly

Pearls oy Great Price 

There has lately been exh:bited at a 
court jeweller’s in Bond street a strik- 
ing collection of p arls. One magnific- 
ient rope is valued at no less than 
£60,000; while tor a single pear 
shaped drop pearl, perfectly symme 
trical, £14,009 is asked. But probably 
the most exquisi.e article in the cok 
lection is a single necklet of gems of 
extraordinary hue, the matching and 
gradation being superb. The cost of 
this article. £1.,000. 

But the owners warn a would-be 
purchaser that if one of the stones 
were lost it would be impossible to 
replace it with an exact duplicate. 
Black and pink pearls also found a 
place in the exhiticion; whilst a pass 
ing reference must be made to a pair 
of button-shaped ear-rings valued at 
£8,000. 

One of the representatives of the 
firm gives a word of advice upon the 
preservation anc treatment of pearls. 
Upon no account, he said, shou'd 
they be locked up in a safe or otter 
dark place for lengthy periods, since 
such treatment soon causes them to 
lose their “life” and become dull. 

If their fair owners find that 
some reason or cther they canrot 
wear them outside their garments 
they should make a point of wearing 
them underneath their dress next te 
the skin.

FIGHT UPON OPIUM IN CHINA 


Manchuria and Eleven Provinces Now 
Declared Free From Importation

The Chinese gover:ment hag gent in 
Structions to the government of the 
remaiaing provinces in the republic te 
put down the use of opium and pre 
hibit the cultivation of the poppy be 
fore the end of the year. 

The success of the anti-opium cam 
paign in China is conspicuous consié- 
ering the governmert’s inability er 
lack of serious effort to terminate bit 
gandage and other evils. 

May Abandon Antarctic Trip 

The Stackhouse Antarctic expedi 
tion which was scheduled to gail uext 
DecemLer may be abandoned for the 
time being, those in charge having 
practically decided to begin an ocean- 
ographical survey, including the map 
ping of the new route made nec 
by the opening of the Panama Can- 
al. This would involve a voyage of 
150,000 miles, and the work would 
require nearly five years to comp 
plete.
